The {ollowing communication from the seat 
of his Excellency’s operations ably supplies all

«“Downratrice Tuesday Evening, July 
16.—After all the preparations of the govern- 
ment for the Downpatrick assizox, 266 jurors 
having been summoned for the occasion, they 
have abandoned the prosecutions both against 
the Orangemen for defending themselevs from 
a murderous attack, and against rebels for fic- 
ing on the military and police at Moheramayo. 
Stipendinry magistrates, sub-inspectors of po- 
lick, constables, soldiers, civilians, aw hole 
host of witnesses, all brought, a¢ an enormous 
expense, from differant parts of Ireland, add go 
home again without saying a word ! The fact 
is, the crown were afraid to go to trial against 
the Orange party, well knowing they would he 
beaten, and with their usual even handed jus- 
tice, fet the rebels goscot free. Overtures 
had been made to the Orangemen fora couple 
of days belore, to the effect that ifthey pleaded 

guilty they should reoeive a nominal punish- 
ment. I need* not say this was scouted with 
indignation ; and then when the government 
fuund this out, they gota few ofthe grand jury 
to seuunis Patliton to the conn prosecutors

announcement given that the government did 
not wish to go on with the prosecutions. The 
counsel for the Orangemen, in open court, 
distinctly stated thavalients were no party to 
such a proceeding ; that they were then and 
there willing and ready Co go to trial 5 that they 
had been put to on enormous expense in 
Lringing witneses to the assizes and that they 
courted the trial. However, the crown were 
too glad to escape from the ordeal, and aban- 
doned the prosecutions. It is worth while to 
state that all the Orangemen who were out on 
their own recognizances were present, whilst 
of the nineteen Ribbonmen, only seven came 
to trial, when called. Of course the crown 
took no steps to have their recognisances 
estreated, and made no remarks on the ab- 
sence of the parties who are said to have ab- 
zconded, but will, no doubt, soon come back 
and commence their doings again, when they 
find that they can now fire on the Queen's 
forces with impunity.” 

The reason why government held the 
Orangemon so resolutely in the dock is now 
mnanifest. A number of the assassins who 
fired at theQueen’e troops had been identified, 
& Lills had been returned ogaint them. — Had 
they been tried they must have been convict- 
ed, and convicted, punished. Such a thing of 
course was not to be thought of—they must 
be discharged—and to enable the crown to ef- 
fect this object a dozen Orangemen must, per 
Sas ct nefas, be thrown along with them into 
the dock. Then comes Lord Clarendon— 
opens the door of the cage and lets the incon- 
gous flock of Orange feather and of green, fly 
forth together while priest and Ribbonmen ex- 
claim “how lovely is even-handed mercy !” 

We ought to mention, that we have been 
informed that so well instructed were the Rib- 
bonmen, through what channel itis not for us 
#0 much as to conjecture, respecting the deci- 
sion to which the government had come in this 
matter, that they did not put themselves to the 
cost of so much as furnishing briefs to counsel.

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
The city hax been in a state of great excit- 
ment for several days, on account of the bur- 
glaries that were committed, and the burgulars 
being at large ; but some of them have been 
since discovered and arrested, when the ex- 
citement if any thing increased. ‘The parties 
whose houses were broken into and poperty 
taken therefrom, are Mr. J. M. Strange, 
Church Street; Col. Antrobus, A. D. C,, 
Shurch Street; Mr Crickmore, Burrister, Joho 
Street; A. C. G. Stanton, John Street 5 Mr. 
Thomas Mara, John Street; and Mrs. Jones, 
Front Street, with whom Dr, McCaul resides, 
These parties have been severally examined 
in the Police Court, Except Mrs, Jones, the 
testimeny of Dr. McCaul being in that case 
sufficient. The depositions, which we sub- 
join, give evidence of the extent of the robber- 
ies, and the identification of the numerous and 
valuable orticles recovered, in a delapidated 
state, by the Police. The declarations, volun- 
tarily made, by John Saxton, Watchmaker and 
Jeweller, who is in custody. Thomas Beatty 
his apprentice, discharged on bail, and Henry 
Talbot, smelter, who is also in custody afford 
explanations, in reference to the aflair, of 
considerable importance. George Lay, alleg- 
ed to be from Lower Canada, and recently 
from New Orleans, who is also in custody, 
and appears to be the chief of the gang, has 
made no declaration, that we are aware of. 
The shop of Saxton adjoins that of W. H. 
Edwoods, hair-dresser, a coloured man, who 
has long horne a respectable character in this 
city. Mr, Edwoods observing what was go- 
ing on in the cellar underneath Saxton’s shop, 
gave information to the authorities, which led 
to the discovery and arrest of the burglars.— 
For this important service, Mr. Edwoods well 
deserves a substantial mark of the gratitude of 
the citizens of Toronto, and we hope that im- 
mediate steps will be taken, by means of a 
public subscription, or otherwise to award him 
properly. Had the discovery not been made 
of which Mr- Edwoods.gave the firsti

To High Constable Allen and the Police 
force under him, the gratitude of the citizens 
iz also due, for their activity and perseverance 
in ferreting out the burglars and their haunts 
and the stolen property concealed in their lurk- 
ing places. Almost all the valuables taken, 
have been recovered, although, we must con- 
fess, the greater part of them are in a very 
different condition from that in whieh they 
were, when taken from the houses of the law- 
fulowners. Hundreds of pounds worth of 
valuable article of plate, were placed on the 
table of the Police Court yesterday, cut up in 
small pieces, so that it wa with much difli- 
cully the. witnesses under examination, could 
find sufficient to identify their own property ! 
Besides the stolen goods, the police discover- 
ed the implements of the Burglars. These 
were uf two descriptions, to be used according 
to circumstances. When the door lock had 
no key 7” it, a skeleton key was used to eflect 
the entry. When there wasa key in the 
lock,the entry was effected by means of grov- 
ed tubular pointed pincers, so nicely made 
that the key inside the door could be as easily 
turned by them from the outside, and the door 
unlocked, as by the use of the key itselfin the 
ordinary Way. An inside bolt or bar would 
lave been an effectual barier against these de- 
predators. There were other instruments also 
fi ind, such as a bowie-knife, hatchet, &c.— 
The impression is, thatthe whole of the gang 
have not as yet been discovered. Suspicious 
persons have been making inspertinent enquir- 
ies of servants in several houses, with respect 
to domestic arrangements, which, unconcious- 
ly, in some instances, have been too readily 
answered, and it would be well to put all 
domestics on their guard agairst such charac- 
ters, They pretend te offier Irish Linen, or 
some other comodity for sale, or make some 
inquiry respecting some person, and then lead 
the servant incautiously into conversation re- 
¥pecting the house and family. In this way 
they make dixcoveries of importance to them 
ir. their borg’arious practices. But we must 
now proceed to the examinations premisiog 
only, that the parties in custody, viz :— George 
Lay, Henry Valbot, and John Saxton, will be 
publicly examined in the Police Court to-mor- 
row. We may also mention thot the three 
young men, Walsh, Mackey, and Malone, 
who were arrested and were discharged on 
examination yesterday, the Magistrates on the 
Bench all declaring their perfect’ conviction 
that they were in noway implicated in these 
burglaries. They are young men of good 
character and reputation,
